Mr. Belloc’s Book. 

NEXT to the fact that sucu a book as “The Jews’ can be p 
upon the market in the belief that it will attract any consideruble 
number of readers in this country, the most astonishing thing about 
it is to note the tone and trend of the criticisms upon the hook 
We have earefully read a large number of them—we assume most 
thit have appeared—and we find one characteristic in them all 
Critic after critic expresses himself as astonished at Mr. Beicoc's 
moderation! These critics make 1 
that Mr. BELLO purposes, be if said) presented his 
case without any vulgar and unseemly attack upon our people: that, 
as our contributor who dealt with the book last week put it, though he 
indulges in anti-Semitic blackguardism, it was’in his hands cultured 
blackguardism, that he stabbed us with a rapier instead of setting 
about us with a bludgeon. This criticism of Mr. Bi LLec’s book has 
surely a deep meaning, seeing that, as we say, it is general and is to 
be found in media that would be ashamed to think themselves 
suspected of anti-Semitism. We are not thinking for the moment 
of the manner in which Mr. Bettoc has succeeded, by donning his 
hypocritical guise of an entirely impartial student of Jews, in 
engaging the attention of those who would pay no regard to a mere 
anti-Jewish screed. What we are amazed about is the indication 
which these criticisms afford of the real sentiment that animates 
those responsible for them towards our people. Mr. BeLLov, we 
must confess, is to be congratulated on the deft manner in which he 
has thus extracted for our detriment the antipathetic sentiment 
towards us that is evidently latent. “There you are, Mr. 
BELLOC must be chortling, “there is my case! I said that Jews 
were universally the objects of dislike, everywhere an element of 
friction in the body politic. Surely nothing can prove it bette 
than the unanimity with which these critics express themselves 
about the gentle manner in which I have treated Jews. Seeing it 
was Jews about whom I was writing, every critic evidently thought 
that. as a matter of course, I should say strong and bitter things 
without reservation.’ But there is a further noticeable agreement 
about these criticisms of Mr. Bennoc’s book.

the thesis which Mr. BetLoc sets out, nor quite see the value of 
Mr, BeLLoc’s proposed solution of the Jewish question, still he 
must say that “there is a great deal in it.’ One and all concur that 
there is a Jewish question, a Jewish menace, and a Jewish 
danger, though none of them tell us exactly of what it consists. It 
is impossible to believe that sane and self-respecting Englishmen, 
as these critics may be assumed to be, conscious of the 
stamina and the moral and physical strength which reside 
in the people of this country who number some forty millions, 
are really in danger of being overrun in any department of thought 
or industry by the Jewish population here, which, we would be 
bound to say, all but a comparatively few of the forty millions 
(including the critics of Mr. BeLLoc's book) would be surprised to 
know do not at most number more than three hundred thousand. A 
man must have a very poor notion indeed of what an Englishman is 
or can be, if he really supposes that something like two-thirds of a 
Jew is sufficient to establish predominance over a hundred 
Englishmen—for that is about the proportion of the Jewish to the 
non-Jewish element in this country. 


Jews as Englishmen. 


SoME of the critics, we observe, say that the whole trouble with 
the Jews is undoubtedly the one which Mr. BELLOC points out—that 
whereas one can speak freely of or to any other person of a different 
racial origin from that of the majority of Englishmen concerning 
his non-English origin and yet say nothing likely to offend, to call 
a man a Jew to his face were to insult him, Of course, this is only 
Mr, BeLLoc’s subtle way of insinuating that the term Jew connotes 
so much that is evil and bad, that to call a man a Jew is offensive. 
As a matter of fact, however, no self-respecting Jew is otherwise 
than proud when he is sodenominated, providing, to be sure, the identi 
fication is made with the respect due to our people and the part they 
have played inthe history of the world. We know that unfortunately 
there are poor-spirited Jews who prefer not to be so indicated. 
That is because they themselves do not appreciate the pride that 
any Jew may rightly feel at the fact that he belongs to the Jewish 
people. Mr. BeLLoc thinks that to call a Jew an Englishman is an 
absurdity and really a contradiction in terms. But a Jew born 
here, or naturalised in this country, is more truly an Englishman 
in the one case, and quite as much an Englishman in the other, 
as Mr. BenLoc himself, And if it be not ridiculous for a man 
of French origin, naturalised. in this country, to range 
himself as an Englishman, as does Mr. BELLOC, why, pray, is it 
ridiculous for a man of Jewish descent, who is a native of the country 
(or is anaturalised Englishman), todo so? The truth is that the term 
Englishman (like, for instance, American, German, or Russian) bas 
a double collocation, political and ethnical. Jews who are citizens 
of this country can be, and are, Englishinen politically, because they 
are English citizens. In that sense, they are Englishmen just as ate 
any of their fellow-citizens, though the ancesters of the latter came 
here with the Conqueror, Ethnically, however, they are not Engtish. 
men, because they belong to a different race or stock from that of 
the bulk of the inhabitants of the country. But, then, ethnical 
considerations do not really come into the practical question of 
nationality, as generally understood, because nation! | 
generally envisaged in only its political sense. If a french. 
man (like Mr, BeLLoc) comes to England and settles here and 
becomes naturalised here, he becomes an Englishman, his 
racial origin notwithstanding, That is because the nationalitv he 
assumes (the only nationality with which the country is concerned) 
iS political nationality. 


it is 


His ethnical nationality remains none the 
less Gallic, and that is precisely the case with Jews in Eagland. who 
politically are nationally Eaglish though ethnic ally they are Semites. 
Thus but alittle analysis shows upon what slender stuff Mr. Ben.oc’s 
thesisis built. So, too, the whole of his expressed anxiety about the 
dominance of Jews and their consequent peril and dangeris, when 
subjected to even a little consideration, shown to be a mere Mirae, 
{f for no other reason than that there is nothing about a Jew to 
prevent his being heart and soul as good a citizen as anv other 
citizen of the country in which he dwells (and that is all that any 
country Can reasonably demand of its inhabitants), while there is 
a great deal about him that tends definitely in that direction. On 
the whole, despite the many drawbacks from which we have suffered, 
we feel we are justified in claiming that our record shows that the 
tendency to which we have alluded has always and everywhere 
proved itself by no means ineffectual.

HE advent of Passover, judging from the signs and symbols 
which unerringly tellin that direction, shows that at least 
in the outward forms and ceremonies the festival is still 
what, for use of & more graphic term, must be called 

popular, It is remarkable how the observance of this festival étill 
endures in places that are almost arid in point of Judaism. All 
Jews have proverbially their own Shu/chan Aruch ; and the one day 
jews who “ keep” only the Day of Atonement have passed into an 
institution of themselves. They form something of a curiosity in the 
spuormalities of Judaism. But more remarkable still are some w hom 
in my experience | bave come across. For I know of more than one 
instance where Jews who observe literally nothing (including the 
Day of Atonement) all the year round, yet strictly carry out all the 
ordinances of Passover, 


They turn their houses upsidedown in a double distilled spring 
cleaning, locking up room after room, and placing upon each the 
hermetical seal which shall prevent the incursion inio it of even a 
crumb of Chametz. Not ouly do they dispense during the days 
of Passover with every cooking implement, every piece of crockery, 
every knife, spoon, and fork, and all glass that is used during 
the rest of the year, but they lock it up and sell the key of the 
room in which their Chametzdic belongings are immured to a 
nou Jew fon condition, of course, that it is re-sold to them 
afier Passover without profit), so that they may create the 
fiction that during the Puas-over they had no Chametz in their 
possession. I know one of these felow-Jews who has not fasted on 
Yom Kippur, or attended a place of worship for some twenty years, 
but who, pever in any circumstances, will consent to partake of 
food during the Passover at any other than a O05 2 WD restaurant. 
Thus we bave the one-week Jews like the one-day Jews and I feel 
constrained to add like the many weak Jews! 


The Future of Jews’ College. 


What has become of the War Memorial Council proposals in 
respect to the future of Jews’ College? The gist or gravamen of 
those proposals is in the establishment of a kind of bifurcated 
institution to consist of an orthodox Traditional Jews’ College and 
an Academy of Jewish Learning for the propagation and teaching 
of all sorts and kinds, shapes and makes of dissentient Judaism— 
from Upper Berkeley Street in London. to Carnegie Hall in New 
York, and from Berlin, the home of the first springs of Reform 
Judaism, away to the unknown wilds of every esoteric form which 
our faith bas assumed. Lunderstand that the Chief Rabbi is standing 
iike a rock against this onrushing tide of go-as-you-please Judaism, 
Dr. Hertz refuses to budge upon a definite separation being made 
bet ween Jews’ College as a Traditional Jewish seminary and any other 
uj cact thatitis being sought to attach to it. He contends, and it 
‘ ‘tome rightly, that the idea of teaching Traditional Judaism 
of imparting all other cults and conceptions of Judaism, 
isis! be separate and distinct, carried on in separate establishments

'n the whole record of human misery few narratives more 
ovlng and bheart-breaking have ever seen the light than that 
‘Sealed by an official return giving some details concerning 
‘sstan exiles, and the fate which overtook them in a refugee train 
‘iat brought them back to the Polish frontier. The return was 
bublished only a few days ago, and referred especially 
‘o refugee train No. 61, which arrived at a small town 
© the Potish frontier about three weeks since, The train started 


from a town on the Volga and took three months between its place 
of origin and ites place of destiny. When it started, it contained 
1,948 passengers, all of them being returning refugees When it 
arrived at the Polish frontier town (Kelosowo) % brought 
only six hundred and forty-nine of these hapless wretches, 
the remaining twelve bundred and ninety nine having died 
on the journey. As the train reached each station, it was 
examined for dead bodies, and these were thrown out at the various 
stopping places enroute. We are told that during the journey these 
refugees were fed with bread only, the ration being at the rate of a 
quarter toa half a pound of bread per person, that amouut being 
dealt out once every two days; as the report adds: © more or less.” 
When these survivors arrived at Kolosowo they were examined by 
medicat men there, and the condition of every single soul of them 
was reported to be without exception thin and exhausted to the 
last degree. 


Many of these exiles were Jews. I should not be surprised to 
learn that the majority of them were Jews, bécause I recollect a 
story which I told in these columns during the war of an ~ evacua 
tion” of Jews from the Polish frontier—some two hundred 
and fifty thousend of them—by order of the then Grand 
Duke ‘Nicholas, The damnable horrors to which these -poor 
people were subjected make the terrible statement concerning the 
return of the exiles a week or two ago, a fitting mateb. It is 
of no practical use going back upon the original sin, the 
dastardly crime which sent a quarter of a million of our 
people into exile in appalling conditions that disgraced humanity. 
But there is practical value in drawing notice to what is going on 
now at this moment in. starving Europe. Because the evil, if it 
proceeds, will not stay with the victiins themselves. Starvation 
and wholesale death from want are invariably followed by the 
dreadest of all diseases, and unless something effectual. is done to 
feed these poor people—to whatever cause their present condition 


‘may be attributable—then we shall bave the sure aftermath of 


typhus which knows nothing of boundaries and frontiers and 
nationalities and countries, but, when once let go, rushes freely over 
vast areas subduing everything in its path by tts death dealing 
power. There are many problems arising out of the ghastly disaster 
that overtook the world, aud particuliurly Europe, when the war broke 
out in 1914. But there is none comparablein urgency, either for thé 
sake of the thousands of actual victims, or for the sake of the 
millions who may become victims, to the bringing of food and 
clothing to these starving people. If this be not accomplished and 
if the hand of relief be held back either through callousness or: 
indifference or for political reasons, then we may be sure there will 
be a reckoning of starving Europe which will uot be satisfied until 
a far more fearful price is paid in buman life, than has yet been 
exacted even by the war and its dreadful toll, 


The Attraction of Coffee. 


[The American newspapers tell us that Mrs. Emily Frank, 
an aged Jewess of Oakland, California, recently died, and befora 
she. passed away, placed a codicil in ber wall leaving a thousand 
dollars to Rabbi Coffee for the purpose of. his fitting up a 
study-room for himself. The old lady seems to have thought— 
and who will not agree with her?—that, given comfortable 
surroundings and fitting adjuncts, a professional man (and a Rabbi 
is after all a professional man) can work better and can use his 
powers of thought to greater advantage. Rabbi Coffee, however, 
refused the mouey for himself, and preferred that tt should be spent 
for improvements in the Religion Classes connected with his syna 
gogue. ‘These, he savs, are far more necessary than the comfort of 
the Rabbi. There is no gainsaying Rabbi Coffee's self-sacriticing 
altruism: but I say, as a bit of a literary man myself, that 
for my part, I agree implicitly with the aged Jewess of 
Oakland in her view as tothe advantages which comfort ‘in his 
work surroundings possesses for a professional man. And I need 
not add: No hint meant! . 


Rabbi Coffee's name, by the by, reminds me of another item which 
has recently been going the rounds of Americo- Jewish newspaperdom, 
Some quarter of a century ago there was a wonder boy-Chazan in 
Riga named Joseph Schwartz. Later on be became first baritone 
in the National Opera at Berlin, and is said to have commanded an 
enormous salary. Sebwartz migrated to America, and became 
a member of the Opera Company of Chicago. Now he bas married 
a non-Jewess, going through the nuptial ceremony apparently 
in a Churehb. The lady is reputed to be extremely werlthy, her 
fortune having been derived from coffee. I see that one writer in an 
American paper bas the temerity to observe that the boy-Cbazan 
must have foand sufficient grounds for throwing over his religion 
in marrying a fortune made from coffee, amounting to some seven 
million dollars. If | may venture an observation on the incident— 
and it will cover, too, the legacy of the dear old lady of Oakland 
I would merely say Ow!

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Prof. Einstein in Paris.

The Chairman, Mesers. A. Tarlo, S. G idenberg, and others took 
»artin the discussion. Attention was called to the necessity of individual 
- cognition for British Jowish collections. It had been the practice 
..therto for relief monies collected in this country to be absorbed into the 
‘onde of the “Joint,” so that Jews in the stricken areas were not conscious 
of British Jewish sympathy in their plight. Dr. Bogen agreed with this 
criticism, and trasted that some plan would be worked out whereby 
itritish Jewish support sbould be definitely recognised.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


Dr. ENOCH BERNSTEIN. 


| HE Jews Free School has many records to its credit, and it 

has recently added to its laurels through the conferment of 

the degree of Doctor of Philosophy by London University 

upon an old pupil, anda present member of the teaching staff. 
Dr. Enoch Bernstein earned this distinction for a thesis embodying 
the result of a prolonged investigation which he has carried out for 
the purpose of determining the rela. 
tion of quickness to general intelli- 
gence. Dr. Bernstein is proud to 
describe himself as a Child of the 
Gibetto. He was educated at the Free 
School and the Whitechapel Foundation 
School. He took the degree of B.Sc. 
at King’s College, and subsequently 
worked under Professor Spearman in 
the Psychological Laboratory of Uni- 
versity College. He has been a member 
of the staff of the Free School since 
1908, and his tests were carried out at 
the school, the authorities and staff of 
which gave him every encouragement 
and assistance. Itis interesting to note 
that the thesis for which his doctorate 
was awarded was completed while Dr. 
Bernstein was a patient in the Hebrew 
Ward of the London Hospital, and he 
has very grateful recollections of. the 


Dr. Enoch Bernatein. 


facilities afforded him by the staff of the ward. To a representative 


of the JEWISH CHRONICLE Dr. Bernstein has given, in the course of 
an interview, an account of his work, and discussed the bearings of 
his investigations on general educational science. 

THE INTROSPECTIVE JEW. | 

I took up the teaching profession,” said Dr. Bernstein, “in the hore 
of fulfilling certain intellectual ambitions in my leisure hours. bat I 
found that the much-vaunted teacher's leisure was largely illusory. Part 
of it had to be spent in earning what ‘one failed to earn in the daytime 
and part in what one had to teach. But all that | have done bas 
been accomplished in my leisure. My interest in psychology dates back 
practically to my boyhood, though my research work has only been done 
since the war. Psychology, lam afraid, is not a very popular subject 
with Jewish students, which is somewhat surprising seeing that Jews 
are natural introspectionists. With the exception of Dr. C. 8. Myers in 
Logland, and on the continent of Freud and several of his followers in 
psycho-analytic theory and practice, we have no outstanding figures 
in the modern psychological world. I suppose it is the life we have 
been forced to lead that has made the Jew look into himself more than 
other people. ‘Lhe first essential for a successful study of psychology 
is the introspective attitude, which in the case of Jews is very highly 
developed. I imagine it is this attitude of mind which accounts for 
Jewish success in all theoretical studies, and may possibly explain why 
some Jews have been prominent in Communism which represents theory 
applied to politics in its most advanced form. 

PSYCHOLOGICAL TESTS. 

“The mastery of the science of mind,” Dr. Bernstein went on to say, 
“bas alwaysbeen my goal, but I started out by acquiring a good founda. 
tion tn physical and natural scierce and have found this groundwork in 
objective knowledge very valuable indeed for my subsequent work. The 
most notable feature of modern psychology has been its extension to 
concrete problems. The last few years have seen a great develop. 
mént in the application of psychological tests for grading and 
selecting purposes. The most noteworthy example of that was the 
organisation of the American Army during the war on a psychological 
basis, and similar work (though on a smaller scale) was done previously 
in England by Professor Spearman. This development is chic fly 
important because it is bringingSus nearer to the time when each 
individual will be given what Prof. Spearman calls his ‘intellectual 
index.’ The particular branch of work which I took up was the question 
as to whether psychological tests did actually test intelligence and not 
merely speed. That question was asked when the most recent example 
of this work was carried out by Professor Spearman in connection with a 
psychological examination of Civil Service candidates in which I took 
part. General experience favours the belief that quickness usually goes 
with intelligence, but it was necessary to find an answer based on 
stronger evidence than mere surmise, and it was that which led to my 
own investigations. 

QUICKNESS AND INTELLIGENCE, 

“ The basis of the enquiry was the Spearman Theory of Two Factors 
the theory that there are two factors at work in intellectual processes, 
a general factor and specific or group factors. The intellectual standing 
of a person will depend upon the size of the general factur, and any 
special ability or disability which he possesses will depend on the other 
factors. One speaks, for instance, of a person who is ‘good al! round,’ 
and itis a fairly common experience that a person who is good in one 
thing is likely to be good in others. Insuchacase, we would say that the 
genera! factor is high. On the other hand, a person who shows weakness in 
one mental-department is prone to display weakness in others. In the 
same Way, it is possible that a person who is weak generally, may stil! be 
brilliant in some special department. It was formerly thought that

alone been controlled by these institutions. They have contributed aico 
to shape the course of our general history by the character they have 
from time to time assumed, and the varying forms of Worship they have 
developed. The essential feature of public worship consists in that ¢ 
takes place at reguiar and stated intervals, Ezra the Scribe is credited 
by tradition with having initiated the custom of holding assemblay:s 
the public reading of the Law at intervals of not more than three days, 
At or about his time, or somewhat later, daily services of prayer, ontside 
the Temple with its regular sacrificial ritual, came into use. But such 
services were not-instituted with the idea that they could be partic) pated 
in by the entire community. Secular responsibilities have always presse: 
too heavily on the majority of men and women to allow of this. |t was 
enacted, therefore, that any body of Jews forming themselves into a 
congregation should comprise among their number ‘ten men of leisure.” 
who would be competent to devote themselves exclusively to religious 
affairs, in readiness to form a quorum for public service on all occasions. 
The Sabbath was the only day inthe week on which al! Israelities could be 
expected to join in the public offices of prayer and praise. The Sabbath 
has, therefore, from time immemorial, been set apart for this sacred 
purpose. And there even appears to be direct Scriptural authority for 
this use of the seventh day in a passsge io Leviticus which connects the 
two observances in these words: “Ye shall keep my Sabbaths and 
reverence my Sanctuary.” This principle has not lost a partice o! 
its authority in our own day. Congregational worsbip must sti! be 
regarded as the central feature of the solemnisation of the Sabbath— 
itself the corner-stone of Jewish practice and observance. 


What are the advantages spiritual, religious and social which 
flow from our weekly communion in the Sanctuary, and the daveers 
which, on the other band, threaten us, as a& community an 
as individuals, if the custom of regular attendance at (‘F 
Sabbath service be ‘allowed to fall into neglect? The first, the most 
obvious and the most important consideration which stgeests 
itself is this: that by~ periodically joining in the puric rite f 
the Synagogue we openly proclaim our Judaism, and thereby set 40 
example of constancy to others. The publicity we thus give & 
our profession of faith is not to be condemned as | * 
savoured of ostentation. Quite the contrary. For religion is bot 
merely an affair between an individual and his God. It ought to be 
openly practised and proclaimed in order that others may be influenced 
by the force of our example. And when we reflect what a controlling 
force in life example is, what creatures of imitation are the majority of us 
prone to follow in paths that have been opened up by stronger and more 
original minds, we must recogaise how valuable a help it is in our pow’: 
to render to the cause of religion by openly manifesting 4 firm and 
fearless adherence to its behests. Closely connected with this infucn 
which our public devotions are calculated to exert upon others, thr 
the operation of example, are the effects of sympathy in stirring and 
intensifying religious fervour. Sympathy is no less powerful a prineip 
of human actiun, and the sight of others engaged in prayerful commun! Q 
which confronts us in the sanctuary, helps to kindle the same feeling 
ourselves: while the vaster the multitude we see thus rever *~ 
occupied, the more powerfully does this principle operate. It 
human beings in this respect as with burning coals.

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WEIZMANN IN ROME. 


RECEIVED BY THE KING OF ITALY 


AND 
CARDINAL GASPARRI, 


In our last issue we reported the arrival of Dr. Weiz | 
Oo Satarday last be bad the honour of being received 
the King, wbo conversed with bim for nearly en bour. His Me jesty had 
on several previous occasions given utterance to bis warm Sympathy with 
/ionist aspirations, a8 our columns bave testified, and at the audience to 
Dr. Weizmann the King repeated his assure nces, and stated that he would 
eontipue to watch the progress of the Movement with deep interest. The 
King discussed with bis visitor the work of reconstruction that is being 
carried on in Palestine and the question of immigration. The King also 
discussed general Jewish affairs, particularly in relation to the position of 
the Jews im Evstern Europe, with which he showed himself to be 
completely au courant. 

Qa Sunday, Dr. Weizmann was received by Cardinal Gasparri, the 
Papal Secretary of State. The conversation mainly. centred on the 
Palestine question, and «specially on Clause 14 of the Mandate for that 
country, Which deals with the appointment of a special commission to 
reguiate all matters effecting the various religious communities. The 
Cardinal, while expressing disapproval of the Clause. intimated to Dr. 
Weizmann that be had bo objection to the establishment of a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine, subject to the interests of others than Jews 
being safeguarded, and to no exceptional privileges being granted to Jews. 


Dissentient Zionists. 
CONFERENCE AT THE HAGUE. 
(COMMUNICATED AND TRANSLATED. | 


The Conference of Dissentient Zionists, convened by Mr. J. H: Kann 
bas been held at the Hague. The sittings extended over several days. 

The following communication from the Executive of the Conference 
has been sent to us for publication : 

Zionists of all countries have thought it necessary to meet in 
conference on the situation of Zionism. 

Animated by the desire to serve in the attainment of our goal, they 
consider it necessary to state that the unity of the organisation and its 
preservation must be the concern of all parties of the Zionist movement. 

The result of these expressions of opinion has been the passing of the 
following resolutions : 

Palestine must become the openly recognised assured homeland of 
the Jewish people, Tne Zionist Organisation wiil adhere firmly to all 
that has already been achieved by the acceptance of the Mandate which 
marks the inauguration of our National Home. Ia grateful recognition of 
the Balfour Deciaration, reiterated and confirmed by the British Govern. 
ment, the Conference awaits assistance from the mandatory Power, in 
fulfilment of its duty, in the Jewish work of building up Palestine. 

Neighbourly sentiments towards the Arab population of:VPalestine, 
with @ recognition of the rights of both parties, must be a definite part of 
the whole of our activity in the country. The mandatory Power and a 
suitable delegation of the Zionist Organisation in Palestine have the task 
of creating the atmosphere for peacefal development. 

the Zionist Organisation has to go back to the sole task of realising 
its altos, and to hold itself entirely aloof from foreign politics. 

The Zionist Organisation must be the future leader of the Jewish 
people towards the realisation of its aims. Jewry can, without outside 
aid, successfally undertake the upbuilding of Palestine. The attraction 

{ the great Jewish bodies and organisations to general and specialised 
work—without giving up our main point—is desirable. | 

A reorganisation of our management and administration must be 

indertaken, to be in accord with the aim and trend of our Movement. 
An Executive of three or at most five persons is advisable. 

Elected 
‘caders of our Movement should not at the same time be leaders of other 
aod bot purely Zionist organisations. Officers and district officers should 
Hot concern themselves with internal political propaganda.

Problems of Jewish Education. 
Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. 


ANNUAL MEETING AND CONFERENCE. 


The annual meeting and conference were held last Sunday afternoon 
at Jews’ College. Mr. FRANK I. LYONS, the President, was in the Chair. 


The PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the annual report, said 
that the Union had had at its disposal more money than in previous 
years, which he hoped had been distributed to the benefit of the 
recipients A new constitution had been drawn up in consequence of 
the widening of the scope of the Union. The year under review was the 
first year that the Union had been in full enjoyment of the grant of 
the United Synagogue, which amounted to over £5,000, obtained from a 
voluntary contribution of 10s. per member. He hoped that some 
members would be so much impressed with the work which the Union 
was doing that they would increase the amount they were now paying. 
Ten sbilliogs a year was not a large sum to pay for the religious educa. 
tion of the children of the community. They had now 2,360 children 
under their charge. They had subscribed £680 to the Classes of the 
United Synagogue —£4+5 to the Constituent Synagogues, and £195 to the 
Associate Synagogues. In accordance with the terms of the grant made 
by the United Synagogue, they had also given donations to the Jewish 
Voluntary Schools and Talmud Torabs amounting to £1,315. He was very 
glad that they bad this work todo. ‘The supervisors obtained reports on 
the work of each set of classes before grants were made. The total cost 
of carrying on the work of the Union was £5,700 or about £3 per head; 
£5,400 went in salaries, so that only £500 was left for upkeep expenses. 
Fees from the children amounted to £2,200, leaving £3,500 for the syna- 
gogues to collect. He was pleased that the work was so well supported by 
He was associated in the work with 
the best educational minds in the community. 

Dr. A. EIlCHHO!7, C.B.B., in secondipg the adoption of the report, laid 
stress upon the problem of securing properly trained teachers. He 
thought that one of the first and earliest duties of the Jewish War 
Memorial Education Council would be to secure more permanent fixed 
arrangements for the training of teachers who might find an opportunity 
of learning not only what they had to teach but how to teach it. They 
had had various gatherings of teachers under Mr. Lyons’ hospitable wgis, 
and they had learned something of the teachers’ difficuities. In a 
community which had striven to set the educational ideal so high, it was 
entirely disproportionate that no arrangement existed for the systematic 
traiving of teachers. Whatever the outcome of the present discussions as 
to College training in the community might be, any proposals would 
be incomplete without arrangements for the training of teachers. The 
difficulty was to flad the time for teachers to devote to this work. They 
must for the most part employ teachers who were engaged in secular 
teaching. There were wany advantages in that method. The teacher in 
touch with the children during the day was obviously the best to provide 
religious instruction. They had had experience of the Summer School , 
that was excellent as a subsidiary, but they could not make it the 
basic arrangement for teachers’ training. It would be useful as 
a continuation course, but difficulties in regard to Kasbruth impeded 


arrangements for the Summer School at present. The voluntary 
workers associated with the Union found that they had less 
time to give to inspection, and recently inspection had not 


been as consistent and as full as they could wish. The time had come 
to put this question on a proper basis. They must have a permanent head 
of the Executive of their educational system. They had decided that 
the best plan was to secure the appointment of a Director of Lducation 
for the Anglo-Jewish community. He thought that the community 
generally assented to the principle of such an appointment, but voluntary 
inspection would still have to be maintaine? and even increased in 
collaboration with the new official who would obviously not be able to 
do all the work himself. 

Dayan A. FELDMAN supported Dr. Eichholz’s views in regard to the 
training of teachers, bat he thought that if they were to have proper 
teachers they must start much low:r down, Unless the elementary 
Hebrew education were strengthened, and unless provision were made for 
secondary Hebrew education, it would be difficult to produce satisfactory 
teachers. There was a Rabbinical maxim that good actions were always 
brought about by worthy agencies, and he thought that the | nion was 
proving itself to be a worthy agency in the educational work of the com. 
munity. He regarded the collaboration of the Union with the Talmud 
Torah as for the good of all concerned, : 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M.A., expressed entire agreement with Dayan 
Feldman's remarks. They found that the more they advanced the more 
the field widened. and none of those who bad been associated with the 
foundation of the Union imagined that it would develop to the size it had 
now attained, and yet they felt that they were only at the beginning of 
the work. It ought to be made impossible forany child in the community 
not to be receiving a proper Jewish education. He urged the establish- 
ment of central schools or classes. It was obviously impossible to 
establish such schools in every district, but by jadicious grouping he 
thought that they might be able to set up a satisfactory system of 
secondary religious education. 

Mr. J. ASCHER said that there were very few Jews now in the 
training colleges, and they ought not to look for their supply of teachers 
from that source. As a secondary teacher he was often consulted by 
pupils and their parents as to onteringsthe teaching profession, and under 
present conditions he felt compelled to advise them against it. He 
suggested that teachers of Hebrew and Religion might be obtained from 
suitable persons belonging to other professions. The curriculum of the 
Public Schools was now so overcharged that they could not expect boys 
to engage in special Hebrew training. 

Mra. EICHHOL® said that the conditions in the teaching profession bad ) 
greatly improved. Women teachers were now very well paid, and she #4 
thought that in the women teachers they bad some of the very best 
material which they could obtain, She considered it would be deplorable 
if teachers dissuaded their pupils from entering the profession, 

Mr. F. S. Spiers, O.B.E., B.Se., welcomed the suggestion that central 
schools should be established. He said that there were promising pupils 
in every set of classes who might be drafted to the central schools and 
who might ultimately be trained as teachers. Their experience was 
that the best and most efficient classes were those where the local com- 
mittee took the greatest interest, and he thought that it was important 
that this local interest should be maintained. : 

The report was adopted and the Hoa. OMoers were re-viected, 


THE °CRIEF RABBI. 
The Cuier Rawat in the course of an address said that Jewish 
@igious educ ition to- lay more than ever called for earnest consideration 
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and concerted action, because it was a problem of self-preservation. 
Their history was not a story so much of fire, earthquake, and whirlwind, 
as of the still, small voice. Israel's Kioglom was within, and their 
defences were spiritual defences. The problem of religious education 
was to establish that kingdom within the heart and soul of every child of 
Israel. There were many Jews, both rish and poor, who could not be 
said to possess education in the highest and fullest sense. Education 
must be harmonious and complete, and no education could be said 
to be harmonious and complete in which the religious elements did 
not fiad its due and predominant place. This was beginning to be 
recognised by all educationalists. A leading ednecitionalist of America 
recently declared that education the world over was at first and for a 
long time almost solely religious, and while it was a master stroke of 
toleration to secularise education, yet in so doing they had nearly lost 
the greatest of all motives that made for virtue, reverence, self.<«aow- 
ledge, and self-control. The various communities were beginning to 
recogaige the wrong that had been done anl were seeking in various 
ways to atone for it. The problem of religious education prevented itself 
in various degrees to the varions churches. The Catholics framed their 
entire educational system in such a way that 

RELIGION KEPT ITS PREDOMINANT PLACE, 
The Jews had it to some extent in their en lowed schools for the poor in 
the elementary stages of education. We were not quite as successful in 
the higher stages, and we, therefore, had to resort to various methods and 
devices to fitin a little religiousteaching. Thissubject had been brought 
very strongly to his attention during bis worldtour. Generally speaking, 
our brethren in the Dominions took religious education very seriously 
just as they took charity seriously. That meant that they wore 
willing to make sacrifices for it. They took a personal iaterest in the 
erection of religious schools. There was a great difference between the 
Jews of the newer settlements and the older community in the amount 
of real sacrifice for both charity and religious education. The Talmud 
Torah buildings in Canada and South Africa were uneqnatied ia the 
United Kingdom, and the salaries piid to the teachers were also far 
beyond anything in the older communities, Everywhere there was the 
greatest desire to get the best possible teachers and the best possible 
Jewish education for the children. l afortunately the results were not 
commensurate with the sacrifices. He had come across some excellent 
schools and exemplary teichers, but he bad also come across schools as bad 
as any in this country. The teaching would everywhere be excellentif 
they could provide the teachers which the communities deserved and which 
the cause demanded. They had no training culleges, no system by which 
the very best teachers could be supplied. In some communities he 
had had occasion to call attention to the evil results of teaching 
IHlebrew solely as a language without any religious teaching. Oa 
the other hand, the standard of Hebrew bad been raised, notably in South 
Africa, where it had been adopted as a matriculation subject. He 
emphasised the need of text books. It was easy to project suitable text 
hooks, but very difficult to produce them. He specially commended two 
books which had recently appeared: One was “the Golden Thread 
Jewish Reader.” an excellent little book. in spite of the criticism 
directed against it in the JEWISH CHRONICLE. It was wonderfallyv 
got up, beautifully printed, and as a first endeavour was worthy of 
all praise. The other was Dr. Schoafeld's Hebrew primer which marked 
a distinct advance on anything they had yet had. Some of the modern 
books for the teaching of Hebrew were quite useless, Thus one that he 
had seen taught children the Hebrew equivalent ofa samovar. (Laughter). 
They also badly needed aids to teachers, and he specially commended 
Mr. Herbert Adler's notes on the teachings of the Prayer Book. They 
wanted to produce a religiously Jewish laity. la Judaism there was only 
one sort of aristocracy which was not exclusive, bat which sought con 
tinually to widen its circle. It was not an aristocracy of the priesthood 
but of the whole con jreg tion of Israel. They must produce an intelligent 
God-fearing Jewish laity if they were to live. Their future could only be 
assured if they realised that sa’ vation depended on knowledge combined 
with the fear of the Lord 

Mr. L. FRANK, in opening the discussion, referred to the difficulties 
' of isolated communities in providing religions education, and he urged 
that some machinery should be set up whereby these commuaities could 
be grouped for the purpose of religious instruction. 

Lv. RICHHOL? said that such machinery was already in existence, and 
the new Council of Fk lucation was eogaged in setting ap area committees 
to provide for the needs of communities such as those to which Mr. Frank 
had referred. 

Haham Dr. GAsTeR said that he took a very pessimistic view of the 
question of religious education in this country. One saw indifference on 
all sides, and it was a matter of surprise that the Union existed at all 
and contemplated extending its activity. He did not favour too much 
centralisation, and thought that better results cou!d be obtained by the 
principle of emulation. It was not surprising that they found difficulty 
ia securing teachers. The teachers were not paid or respected enough. 
The whole young generation was trying to get rid of everything Jewish 
as quickly as possible. The synagogues Were empty, and people were 
being driven away from the synagogues. The young were poisoned by 
the old, and the old estranged themselves. He urged the employment of 
lantern lectures as an aid to religious education. He did not share the 
Chief Rabbi's views as to the dangers «f the mechanical teaching of 
Hebrew reading. He hademployed that method in his own school, and he 
claimed that there was not a single Sephardic Jew who could not read his 
prayers. He confessed to some qualms as to the lIbrith b'Ibrith method. 
though it was employed in some classes with which he was associated. 
Their great aim should be to teach the children to know the Bible. to 
follow the prayers with tatelligence, and to be proud of their historic past. 
They must show the intimate connection of the Torah with Jewish 
religious life. He strongly advocated the establishment of Jewish 
schools, 

Dr. A, BUCHLER said that his experience of Aids to Teachers was not 
very satisfactory. They could only give aid to a teacher who had been 
properly trained, and unless they had a training college he was afraid 
these aids woulda be useless. It was diMicult for boys and girls in secondary 
schools to find time to come to Hebrew classes in the evenings, and the 
only satisfactory solution was the establishment of Jewish secondary 
schools in which Hebrew and religion cou'd find their rightful p'ace in the 
curriculum, The present trainiog classes for teachers, which gave only 
two hours’ teaching a week, were quite insufficient. They should not 
deceive themselves with make-shifts. He urged that fuller use should be 
made of excellent text-books published in Germany which might be 
translated. 

The Cuter RABI said that the discussion had been instructive. He 
did not think things were quite as black as Dr. Gaster had painted them, 
otherwise that large gathering would not have assembled to discuss 
.pr diems of religious education,
